Pittiburg, July 5. — ITalf a million 
l^raons greeted President Theodore 
Rooaevelt in Pittsburg. Tliey came 
not only from Pittsburg and Alle- 
gtaeny, but from the soorea of indus- 
trial towna within 100 milaa of tne 
ohy. 

It was the disttngiilsbed gueRt'n 

flrut visit t(i Pidsliiitf; as incsliliiit, 
and his welcome was most entliiisias- 
Uc. From the Union station to the 
■peakera' atand in Schenley park, 
nearly fbur miles away. It waa one 
continuous cheer. 

The weather waa all that ronUl be 
desired, with the siinshlning briulitly 
and the temperature not too high. 
President Roosevelt reached the Wil- 
kloaburg station of the Pennaylvania 
railroad a( 8:U6 a. m. 

The point whien is within the city 
Hmlta a local reception committee 
headed by George T. Oliver, boarded 
the train. The run into Union station 
consumed 20 minutes, during which 
time tha members of the oommittea

wer Introduced to the presidential 
party. Attorney General Knox, who Is 
a PlttBburper. inaKiiig the party ac- 
quainted. As the train passed Shady- 
lids Station, a railroad signal com- 
municated the taet to Hampton, Bat- 
tery of the Pennsylvania national 
Kuard, stationed at nedford Springs 
Union station. The guns of the bat- 
tery immediately commenced to boom 
the preaident'a aalute of 21 guns. 
The last gun of the salute was llred 
as the president stepped from his car 
at Union station. The president was 
then escorted to his carrlaKO. 

Those who occupied the carriage 
with President Roosevelt were City 
Recorder J, O. Brown. United States 
Attorney General P. C. Knox and 
George B. Cortelyou, sccictaiy to the 
president. The other carriages in 
walttBg wars promptly filled by the 
reception committee, lue bugler of 
Sheridan troop sounded the assembly 
oall, which was a signal for General 
John A. Wylie, commander of the 
military eseert to order the move- 
ment of the column. The marchers 
nambered S.OOO men. representing the 
EJifhteenth regiment, the Fourteenth 
regiment, the Tenth regiment, who 
saw Philippine service. Sheridan Cav- 
alry troop of Tyrone, the Boys' bri- 
gades and ladependeat mllttanr or- 
fgaJeatlons. 

Signal Given. 

At a signal from the bugler of the 
Sheridan troop, General Wyile and 
Stat moved from their position at the 
Liberty aveaua approach tp the 
Union station to the head of the col- 
umn, and diredtd the start, and in a 
moment the whole line was in full 
swing on the i-miie route. 

Among the prominent guests who 
rode in carriages were Oovemor W. 
A, Stone. Congre.'^smen Dalzell, Aohe- 
son, Jacii and Graham, interest o«n- 
tuffi la the anlaoe tsatura of the Re- 



pnblican and Democratic candidates 
for governor, JuJge Samuel W. Pen' 

nybrolter an<l Robert K. Pattison, re- 
spectively, both of Philadelphia, rid- 
ing together in one carriage. They 
ware accompanied by George T. Oil 
var and Albert J. Barr, editors of 
Republican and Democratic newspa 
pers, respectively, of this city. 

Flaps and bunting fluttered every 
where along the course of parade 
People crowded the windows of the 
tall buildings yelling themselves 
hoarse in greeting the nation's chief 
executive. The greatest ovation came 
as the line passed up to the top of 
Grant's hill. Tall buildings on either 
side were fine vantage points for 
spectators. When the head of the 
military escort reached a position op- 
posite the speakers' stand It was halt 
ed and stood in company front with 
arms at present. As the president and 
those in carriages passed in revl^ 
the baad sUvck ap the stirring 
strains of "Hall to the Chief." 

The music was fairly drowned by 
the cherlng of the multitude of 200, 
000 persons In the stand and occupy 
Ing vantage points on the ampithea 
ter-like hills which rose in front. 

Following the band piece, the 
United German societies of Allegheny 
stationed at one side of the stand and 
made up of 6(i0 voices broke into 
singing "The Star Spangled Manner." 

At the close of the song the invoca- 
tion was pronounced by the Rev. 
John H. Prugh. The Declaration of 
Independence was read by General 
Willis J. Hillings, and then followed 
the oiation of the day by tlu' iufsi 
dent of the United States, Theodore 
Roosevelt. 

President's Address. 
The president said: 
"You have just listened to the read 
ing of the great document which sig 
nals our entry into the Held of na 
tinns 126 years ago. That entry was 
but the promise wliich had to b*^ 
made g<iod l)y tlie performance of 
those men and their children and 
their children's children. Words are 
gocd if they are backed uj) by deeds 
"The Declaration continues to be 
read with pride by us year after yi ar. 
and stands as a symbol of hope for 
the people of all the world, because 
its promise waa made good, because 
its words were supplemented by 
<leei!.»<. because after t!ie men win 
signed it and upueld it had done theli 
work, the men who come again after 
them, generation after generation, did 
their work in turn. The Declaration 
of Inrl) ijendenre had to be supple 
nuntfd in the first place by that 
great instrument of constructive and 
admlniatrative statesmanahip — the 
constitution under which we now live 
The document promulgated in 17RS. 
under which Washington l)ecame our 
first president, supplemented, neces 
aarily supplemented, the Declaration 
of 1776. We showed that we had a 
right to be free. W'c showed when 
we constructed the more perfect 
union of the old Confeib i acy. ttiat we 
knew how to use that right as it need 
ed to be used. 

"And when 70 years and more past 
and then there came again upon the 
nation the days of iron need. There 
came again the days that demanded 
all that was best, the life Itself of the 
bravest and truest of the nation's 
sons. And with Sumter's guns awak- 
ened our pe(,|,U> and America until 
then the incarnate genius of peace 
sprang to our feet, with sword and 
with shield, a helmet in which queen 
among nations, when the thunder of 
the E»i»i6 called the nation's children 
they sprang forward to do the mighty 
deeds which, if left undone, would 
have meant that the words to which 
we have listened would have rung as 
meaningless platitudes. 

"Those were the two great epochM 
in the nation's history, the eiwch of 
the founding of the Union and the 
epoch of its preservation; the epoch 
f)f Washington and the epoch of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. Those two generations 
had the greatest tasks to do, but each 
generation has its tasks, and woe to 
the generation which regards the 
deeds of the mighty men of the past 
as an excuse for thus failing to do in 
its turn the work that it finds ready. 

"We have had our tasks to do in 
the last four years, or rather we have 
had, as (very generation must have, 
many tasks to do. tasks affecting us 
abroad, and one of those tasks being 
done it has signalled our entry into 
a larger world. 

"And it Is most appropriate that on 
this Fourth of July, this anniversary 
of the birth of the nation, it should 
be our good fortune to have promul- 
gated the declaration establishing 
peace in the Philippines and the ao- 
knowiedgement to the army of the 
praise so richly due our fellow Amer- 
icana who wear the uniform of the 
United States, tar all that they have 
done in the tropic Islands duitag the 
past four years. 

"We said Cuba should become a 
free republic and we have kept our 
Xfuri. To h»T.a tnraad Cuba over jp 



the hands of its own people immedi- 
ately after the withdrawal of the 
Spanish flag would have meant ruin 
and chaos. We establiahed a govern- 
ment in the islands: we established 
peace and ord« r; we began to i roviiie 
for the payment of the Culian tro<jps 
who had fought against the misrule 
of their oppressors; we instituted a 
public school system, modeled upon 
that which has been so riolent a fac- 
tor in our «)wu national progress. We 
Introduced a system of orderly jus- 
tice to succeed one of irresponsible 
and arbitrative despotism. So that 
any man, rich or poor, weak or 
strong, could appeal to courts and 
kiiv)w that he woultf receive bis 
rights." 

After the address, the German sing- 
ers sang "America," the vast audi- 
ence joining in the words of the final 
verse. Following tliis "The Lord's 
Day" was sung in German. The bf n- 
edict ion wae then pronounced by Rev. 
Dr. T. N. Boyle, presiding elder of 
the Pittsburg district. Methodist Epis- 
copal (onference. The exarclse con- 
sumed just one hour. 

The president Immediately after- 
ward re-entered bis carriage and, sur- 
rounded by the Sheridan troop was 
driven to the residence of H. C. Frlck 
on Homewood avenue, where he was 
tenderd a luncheon an<i reception, 
which was joined in by a number of 
prominent Pittsburg captains of in- 
dustry. As the president left the 
park Battery B fired the national sa- 
lute, of 48 guns from a ta ll hill top.

Ceunal dree- 
ley has lii sit nated a special board to 
consider what experiments in coin 
munication will be attempted at those 
maneuvers fey the army and the ques 
tion as to whf ther t! e forces will at- 
tempt to use a wireless system in 
their operations will be decided by it. 
The navy department does not expect 
to use wireless telegraphy in the 
maneuvers, as it has not yet dM iiiei! 
upon a system. Lieutenant lliMlgiiis 
of the eciuipmeiit liurtau tias been 
aJ>road for some time looking into the 
varionii wireless systems developing 
in Europe, and is expected to arrive 
home very shortly, which should ena- 
ble the depaitmeiii to make seliciion 
of some system to exp»riment with.

N'pgfif iHtioiiH Kiir Treaty to Acfpiire 
the KIght to lie <>|><-ne(|. 

Was;iingio!i. ,luiy — 'Thf negotia- 
tions for the treaty between the Unit- 
ed States and Colombia, which wili 
acquire the right to build the Panama 
canal, will liegin in about one week. 

.Minister Conctia of ("olombia has 
conlerred with Secretary Hay on 
the jiieliminaries of the negotiations. 
Mr. Hay will be out of the city for 
the next few days and on his return 
the negotiations will l,e;;in. Minister 
Concha has been fully clothfd with 
authority to proceed with the treaty. 
The main features of the treaty are 
pretty well settled as the protocol 
signed some time ago, was quite full 
in setting forth the prospective ar 
rangement in case congress acted fav- 
orably on the Panama route. 

The amount to be paid Colombia 
for a relinquishment of exclusive 
rights to the United States will be 
$7,000,000 In gold iiayalile on ihe ex 
change of ratifications of the treaty, 
and In addition Colombia is to receive 
an annuity at the end of 14 years to 
be determined by mutual agreement 
at that time. 'I'bis annuity is expect- 
ed to be ItiOO.ouo a year, as the imme- 
diate payment of $7,000,000, covering 
the period of the next 14 years is con- 
sidered a basis for fixing the annual 
rental at JtloO.OOO. 

In transferring the rights of Co- 
lombia to the United Slates the lan- 
guage used by the act of congress will 
be followed to a considerable extent, 
and there will be a transfer of such 
Jurisdi<'tion over the six miles zone as 
will iH-rinit the e\ei-cis<> of .American 
authority with American courts, san- 
itary officers, police, etc The ques- 
tion of transferring complete sover- 
eignty Is about the only point which 
couhl raise the obstacles to the nego- 
tiations, but it is expected that this 
point will be avoided as the act of 
congress appears tn contemplate a 
transfer of Jurisdiction and not a 
transfer of political sovereignty.

Jollet, Ills., July r..— The Chirago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroad's 
t)i rough express train No. 5, bound 
for Omaha and Denver, and which 
left Chicago at 10 p. m., was held up 
by robbers at Dupont, Ills., an hour 
later. E.xpiess .Messenger Kane was 
shot through the groin by one of the 
robbers, and is in a critical condition. 
The local safe was forced open, but 
the amount of the booty secured is 
not known. Charles Nessler, who 
climbed over the tender of the engine 
and told the engineer and fireman to 
stop the train, has been arrested. 
Nessler. however. Is believed to be 
the unwilling aceomplie<' < f the rob- 
bers, as be obeyed their commands 
at the pointy of a revolver. The de- 
tectives are hot on the trail of the 
robbers. A special train is waiting 
at Coal City for a pair of lil.iodb.iinids 
which are to be rushed to the scene 
of the hold-up. 

According to Nessler's story, only 
two mbbers were concerned, though 
the (leieeiives tiiink there were more, 
.Nessler is about 22 years old, of 
frank appearance and intelligence, 
and claims to be of respectable par- 
ents. He says he went to Nlles Cen- 
ter recently to visit a cousin. He 
started home, and lia\ing no funds 
was beating his way. taking tlie train 
at Chicago. At Englewo<id they 
climbed on the bumpers back of the 
tender, and had scarcely s'cired this 
position when two nu n also rlitnbed 
up. Tli' v said notliiiig in par'.' ' ^ 
until .Midlothian station waa reached, 
riicn one of the men climbed over 
the end of the tender ujion the coal 
and ordered N^sslc r to follow. Both 
men had aiij iste.l Llaek masks to 
their facis. At the point of a revolver. 
Nessler was told to go forward to the 
cab and tell the engineer to stop the 
train half a mile beyond. Thoroughly 

friglilell' i|. ;:e did so. 

The engine" r and fireman v< .carded 
the request as a joke and lau.^lied, 
"Look up there," said Nessler. ihe 
trainmen did so and saw two revol- 
vers pointed tfiwaiil ibein. T\.\s is no 
jijke." said tbe rolilier. "S'op the 
train or i'H 1 ill vim." The c rigineer 
shut off the steam and brought the 
train to a standstill at Dupont switch. 
The engine crew were taken bad, un- 
der riiard. .Nessler b^ing comiielled tn 
reniaiii in the cab and kt eji quiet. De- 
mand was made on the express mos- 
senger and baggagemen to open the 
d(n)r of their car nmler threats to 
blow it up witli ii>naiiiite The door 
was opei.ed and tin :( lil'eis ruslied 
in. A struggle ensued and .Messenger 
Kane was shot in the groin. 

The robbers attempted to open the 
through safe, but were unsuccessful. 
The local safe, hfiwever. was forced 
open. It is not known what monej 
was taken. !t is reported that a bas 
of Jewelry and some money was 
found in the safe, but railway orncials 
Kay praetical'y nothing of value was 
s< cured. The roldieis disappe.ir"d, 
Kane wiss tal.en to I.lnley park for 
treatment, and later removed to En- 
glewood hospital. The police here 
have a satela 1 and a (luantily of dyua 
mite fouDil in a »'ar near tlie scene of 
the robiiery. None of the passengers 
were molested.
